We do not teel it necessary meke any further remark. 
Though expecting to be defeated, as we have long since

above exposed. 

Auctions. We learn with pleasure, that the American 
merchanis in our several cities are about to memorialize 
cangress again an the subject of auctions—-the grand ma- 
chine by which British agents at once destroy all regular- 
fy in the business American merchants and manufac- 
turers.. It is probable that at least four fifths of the late 
and present excessive importations of British goods are 
an British account--these are forced on the consunp- 
tion through the auctions, and the same ship that brings 
them out often curries back the specie for them. Nay, 
this wretched operation does not stop here. We suppl 
capital to carry on this business, through the credits allow- 
edonduties! Thus, a British agent at New York imports 
1,000 dollars worth of goods--others of his countrymen

These per- 
sons have access to the invoices sentiout by our regular 
merchants—and such goods as are ordered by them are 
selected for such operations, and the result is easily es- 
timated. Our own merchants are every day retiring 
ftom theirold businesses, and their places are supplied by 
profligate and irresponsible persons, who, like the curse 
of the frogs, are found everv where, in every thing, un- 
clean and filthv—wicked and resolute in injuring as, hav- 
ing no common feelings with us, no other object to accom- 

ish than to obtam our money and send it away, and, as 

fore observed, they have nearly monopolized the trade 
of our country. On the whole, this matter is at once the 
most runious and disgusting that can be presented to the 
reflection of a thinking peuple; and, if not checked, is, of

The occasion is apt to request our numerous friends t; 
notice the little accounts between them and us. Editars 
and publishers are always in want of money—but just 
pow, and in all next month, we shall especially need it; 
but with a degree of attention proportioned to the willinr- 
ness of our customers to make due acknowledment {or 
our labors, we should have money enongh; not being ev. 
vetous of more than will snugly meet the various demands 
upon us—and to this we think that we are entitled. 

The labor of conducting a work of this sort has been 
inereased many fold, since the Register was commenced 
The quantity of official documents and other publicatians. 
to say nothing of political matters, now issumg from the 
press, is ten times greater than it was seventeen years

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INLAND COMMUNICATION.

The 
ollowing article from the ‘Milledgeville Journal,” of 
the 2nd inst. makes us acquainted with an interior navi- 
gation 430 miles in length, about which we knew little 
ar pothing before. What pleasant prospects must this 
open to the people of western Georgia.—We heartily 
congratulate them on the successfal experiment made 
by capt. Wooded, in the steam boat Steubenville. 


_ Columbus—We have very satisfactory information 
ffom this town, in relation to the suitableness of the 
Chattahoochie river for steam-boat navigation. The 
Steubenville had arrived, and was lying in the cove op- 
posite the town. This boat draws 5 feet 7 inches water 
when deeply laden, and can carry 700 bales of cotton 
or 1100 barrels of flour. Capt. Wood, the cominander, 
who is represented to be an enterprising intelligent 
man, gives the most favorable aceounts of the river. He 
thinks it is better for steam-boat navigation than the Ala- 
bama. 

The run from the bay to Columbus was made in 86 
frour:, the boat loaded to draw 5 feet water. From 
Columbus to the junction of the Flint and Chattahoochie 
is 300 miles, from thence to the bar is 150. On the bar 
there is 9 feet water. From the best information there 
aw but three shoals from Columbus to the bar—the first, 
11 miles below the town, and 3 miles below fort Mitch- 
¢il—the second 40 miles below fort Mitehell, and the 
Tast, a short distance below fort Gaines. These shoals 


will not impede navigation it is thought, they being | 


usually covered with 12 feet water.

ive the following account of an experiment made to shew 
what rail ways are— 

Raileway car—In consequence of the disappointment 
éxpressed by several citizens, who had not witnessed the 
cay in motion with a load of cotton, arrangements are 
mate to exhibit its operation a few days longer. The 
cay weighs upwards of one ton, and is now Joaded with 
47 bales of cotton, averaging in weight upwards of 300 Ibs, 
each. The road, commencing on Wentworth street, as- 
cends, during the first 90 feet, in the proportion of 224 
feet per mile. The remainder is on a level. It required 


16 horses, 16 drays, and 16 hand sijyeanivey thecotton to 


the spot; yet one car, one horse and one hand, in addi- | 


tionto the weight of the car,és sufficient to move it with 
facility. The total weight, including the weight of the car, 
13 between 15 and 16,000 weight, notwithstanding, a single 
horse draws it with apparently less exertion and fatigue, 
than either of the 16 horses employed to bring it up, un- 
derwent.

toman porte, dated Constantinople, Jan. 12, which is 
given out as a genuine document. It comments on 
the conduct of the allies, and particularly, that of Ras- 
sia, which it boldly charges with criminal projects, and 
pretext for declaring war, and that England and France 
are her dupes. It announces that the porte had never 
from the first, any intention to accede to the demands 
of the allies, but to resist them, and that it had resolved 
to temporize with the ministers on the injuries sustamed 
by the empire, merely to gain the necessary time for 
warlike preparations. Although the manifesto leaves 
nothing for negotiation, it is not, as reported, a declara- 
tion of war, but a bold appeal to the Ottomans to pre- 
pare for war. It asserts that the three powers, by the 
attack at Navarin, openly broke the treaties, and declared 
war. 

The following concluding paragraph breathesa spirit of 
defiance towards their enemies, and devotion to their reli- 





gious faith, which perfectly accords with that fieree and 
malignant spirit which has entailed so many miseries 
upon the Greeks, and upheld the crescent in triumph on 
one of the fairest portions of the earth. 

‘This war, is not, tike all former wars, a political con- 
flict to acquire provinces or to settle frontiers. The ob- 
ject of the infidels is to annihilate Islamism, and to tread 
under foot the Mussulmen nation. It must, therefore, be 
considered purely as a religious aud netivied ware “Let 
all the faithful, rich or poor, great or small, know that 
to fight isthe duty of us all. Let them not dream of a 
monthly pay, or of any payment whatever; far from it, 
let us sacrifice our property and our persons; Jet us fulfil 
with zeal all the duties which the honor of Islamism im- 
poses upon us; let us unite our efforts, and labor with 
beart and soul tor the maintenance of religion until the 
day of judgment. Mussulmen have no other means of 
obtaining salvation either in this world or the next. We 
hope that the .j/ost High wiil vouchsafe to confound and 
dispexse in every quarter the infidels, foes to our religion 
and our empire, and that in all times, in all places, and 
in all cases, he will grant victory to the faithful.

If a progressive duty were 
fixed, the merchants. to avoid the expected increasee, 
would import so much goods, as to flood the country 
and thus ensure the ruin of the American manufacturer. 

Mr. Bates of Mass. denied that any stich effect 
would follow, and remonstrated against making 40 per 
cent. the maximum of protection. 

Air. Weems advocated the amendment of Mr. Ingham 
because it would make the pill so bitter, that it could no 
be swallowed, and thus the whole bill would be defeated. 

Afr. Buryes warmly opposed the amendment of Mr.
